1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the end user as recited 
in claims 1 and 14 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The corrected Figure 5 
creates a new matter situation. 

4. Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention. 

The feature "an end user" as recited in claims 1 and 14 is not clearly 
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understood because it is not described in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
5 The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

6. Claims 1-27 are, insofar as understood, rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Sansbury, 6,236,597. 

Sansbury, 6,236,597, discloses in Figs. 1-11 a system for developing 
high voltage (VEE)/normal erase voltage, which is used to erase the flash memory 
cell, by charge pump circuits (see lines 18-44, column 11) and margin erase voltage 
during margin test procedure (see lines 13-42, column 15). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 1-27 are, insofar as understood, rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Kim, 6,249,455, in view of Nomiya et al., 3,934,159. 

Kim ; 6,249 ; 455 ; discloses in Fig. 1 Prior Art a flash memory device comprising: 
positive charge pump 10; 

a plurality of diode-connected transistors D1 1-D1 n; 
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bias current source transistor N10; 
bypass switches S1 1-S1n. 

What is not shown in Fig. 1 Prior Art of Kim, 6,249,455, is the protective diodes 
as recited in claim 26. 

Nomiya et al., 3,934,159, discloses in Fig. 8 the teaching of connecting the 
cathode of protective diode circuit Z1 to the input voltage VCP and the anode of 
protective diode circuit Z1 to the anode of diode Red . 

It would have been obvious under 35 USC 1 03(a) to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time of the invention was made to utilize the protective diode circuit Z1 in 
Fig. 8 of Nomiya et al., 3,934,159, for connecting between the positive charge pump 10 
and the anode of the first diode-connected transistor D1 1 in Fig. 1 Prior Art of Kim, 
6,249,455, for the purpose of suppressing the current flowing through a plurality of 
diode-connected transistors D1 1-D1n to a substantially negligible value (see lines 4-8, 
column 8 of Nomiya et al., 3,934, 159).6
